Applicant first argues the stent (110) of Dibie is only a portion of a prosthesis. However, Examiner interprets the prosthesis as 
comprising three stents connected together, and therefore this argument is not persuasive. Applicant also argues that the 
balloons are not both positioned within the stent. However, with the balloons configured as in figure 10, the proximal end of the 
balloon would be positioned at least partially within the stent, and therefore this argument is also not persuasive. In an alternate 
interpretation, in order to remove the balloons from the blood vessel, the balloons must pass through the expanded stent and at 
this point the balloons are also positioned side-by-side within the stent.
